: Railway for Smith Portage ! 


The minera! development now 
in progress at various points on 
Great Slave lake demonstrates 
the necessity of a railway across 
the Smith portage. Beyond the 
portage lies Slave lake and the 
MacKenzie river. A thousand 
miles and more of navigable wa- 
terway that for the present finds 
its only connection with the out- 
side world across 
So long as only the fur trade was 
to be considered, 
urgent need of a railway. Horse 
teams could conveniently and 
cheaply transfer trading goods 
and furs between the steamboat 
landings above and below _ the 
rapids. But a new era has been 
entered upon—the era of mineral 
development. Machinery and 
supplies necessary for that devel- 
opment must be taken in, and the 
production resulting from devel- 
opment must be brought out. 

So far as the oil of the MacKen- 
zie valley is concerned, it cannot 
be economically transported t 
the outside world by steamers 
using the Smith portage route. 
There must be rail and pipe-line 
connection or the cost of haul 
would ‘Absorb the market price of 
the product. There must be large | 
development before the great in-| 
vestment necessary to give rail 
and pipe-line connection will be 
made. That development will re- 
quire large quantities of heavy 
machinery—ntany thousands of| 
toms in fact. Whatever can be} 
done to reduce ‘the cost and |ess- 
en the delay in getting that ma-| 
chinery to the | 
fields will hasten the day when 
Canada will be selling oil to the 
world instead of buying it, as at 
present. A railway across ‘the 
Smith portage would do more 
than anything else at the moment 
to hasten the development of the 
MacKenzie oil region. 

But aside altogether from the 
oil field of the MaeKenzie the 
mineral deposits now being devel- 
oped on Great Slake lake render 
necessary the portage railway if, 
they are to be productive. The 
prospects are that the galena de- | 
posit near Pine Point, on the 
south shore of the lake, is in itself 
ample justification for the build- 
ing of the portage railway.
